Balancing studies, relationships, jobs 
and extracurriculars can prove to be 
challenging for even the most organized 
of college students. These factors can, 
and have been proven to, lead to high 
levels of stress and anxiety. In fact, the 
Anxiety and Depression Association of 
America stated that anxiety is one of 
the most common mental health issues 
on campuses. 

According to the ADAA, 85% of college 
students felt overwhelmed, 41.6% listed 
anxiety as the top concern and 24.5% 
admitted to taking medication for it in 
2013. 

“Anxiety and Depression,” an article 
on BU.edu stated that by the end of 
2015, the number of students who 
faced mental crises increased from 647 
to 906 in a year. 


“The Conversation” listed some 
factors of anxiety and depression 
in college students as technology 
dangers, homesickness, finances and 
the thought of how the future could 
be bleak, despite the efforts of every 


student to succeed. Some students 
try to emulate the fantastic lifestyles 
shown on social media, while others 
struggle to find a balance between

With lights, fire and sound, JCJC 
presented its new preferred name and 
logo during Freshman Convocation 
Sept. 7. During its introduction, the 
new preferred name, Jones College, 
and the new logo, were explained to 
the students by President Dr. Jesse 
Smith. 


He explained that just like the 
University of Mississippi is known by 
everyone as Ole Miss, Jones County 
Junior College will now be known as 
Jones College. 

Changing the school’s preferred 
name to Jones College was a way to 
combat the connotation behind the 
phrase “junior college,” as many Jones 
students have been proven to be just 
as successful as students at four-year 


universities. 

Jones will not offer four-year 
degrees along with its new name. 
The college has been and will remain 
one of the 15 Mississippi Community 
Colleges, continuing to award 
Associate in Arts degrees, Associate 
in Applied Science degrees, Career 
and Technical certificates, Adult

Blue Cross Blue Shield Next Steps in 
Health holds events for the public

for health initiatives in 
Mississippi. Anything 
from physical exercise 
to healthy eating habits 
is covered in this grant 
so that communities 
may hold events and 
competitions to better the 
healthiness and happiness 
of the people who live 
there. 

Dr. Mike Cole, director 
of External Funding at 


Jones, and Crystal Nail, 
who manages the grant, 
are two of the people 
who keep this healthy 
opportunity flowing for 
those on and off of campus 
in Ellisville. 

“This is the second 
time that we have been 
funded by the Blue Cross 
Blue Shield of Mississippi 
Foundation and with the 
funds, we have a trainer 
in the gym and we have 
bought equipment, 

we’ve sponsored student 
activities, we have had 
cooking demonstrations, 
and we have sponsored a 
camp,” said Cole. 

“We sponsor Water 


Wednesdays once a 
month and we pay for 
the aerobic classes on 
campus,” added Nail. Nail 
also stated that the school 
partnered with Vend 
Works to put healthier 
options in the vending 
machine and actually 
make them cheaper than 
the unhealthy options so 
that students will have an 
easier decision to make 
when it comes to being 
healthy and saving money. 

During the summer, 
Next Steps in Health 
hosted a Fitness Challenge 
for the faculty and staff. It 
was a contest in which 
each participant earned 


points for every healthy 
behavior they recorded. 

Cole added, “If you lost 
weight, you got points 
for every pound. If you 
changed your BMI, you 
got points for every 
percentage, and you got 
points for every minute 
you exercised.” At the 
end of the summer, Clint 
McMullan won the first- 
place prize of $1,000 and 
the second and third place 
winners, Lucy Flowers and 
Randa Carr, won $500 and 
$250 respectively.

Construction on the 
Jones campus is under 
way. The construction 
work in the Terrell Tisdale 
Library is expected to 
be completed in early 
October, and the Home 
and Health project should 
be finished within the 
spring semester. 

Rick Hamilton, vice 
president of Enrollment 
Management, and his 
department is being 
moved into the library. 
Recruitment and Financial 
Aid offices will also be 
transferred into the library. 

“The new Enrollment 
Services Office will be a 
one stop shop for students 
to get answers to just about 
any question that will help 
them be successful in 
college,” said Hamilton. 

The auditorium located 
in the Home and Health 
building is being expanded 
to seat a total of375 students 


while in the past it could 
only fit approximately 200 
people. The bigger facility 
will be used for events 
such as preview days. The 
auditorium expansion has 
currently compromised 
parking between the 
Home and Health Services 
building and McClellan 
Hall. 

As most students know, 
Jones County Junior 
College is now called Jones 
College, however none of 
the construction is closely 
related to that change. 

Michael Bradshaw, 
director of Campus 
Operations, mentioned, 
“We are wanting to move 
into the future with a 
positive outlook.” The 
construction on campus 
will bring advancements 
and further modernization. 

The addition of seating 
and the remodeled 
departments will increase 
productivity and helps 
procedures run smoothly 
on campus.

According to FairVote, 
“In recent elections, about 
60% of the voting eligible 
population votes during 
presidential election years, 
and about 40% votes 
during midterm elections. 
Turnout is lower for odd 
year, primary and local 
elections.” If only 40% of the 
population of an area votes, 
the ideal candidate for 
many may not be elected 
into office. Midterm votes 
are especially important 
because a majority 


congress and senate can 
be flipped.

In fact, politicians 
want the younger vote. 
“In 2016, candidates 
campaigned hard for 
the 18-29 set, singling 
out initiatives to target 
millennials as a powerful 
electorate group.

the necessity of winning 
approval from this voting 
majority”(Thebestcolleges. 
org). If every eligible college 
student voted, the impact 
could seriously influence 
a midterm or presidential 
election. 

In Mississippi, the cutoff 
date for voter registration 
is coming up fast. On Oct. 
8 in person and on Oct. 9 
postmarked, registration 
cuts off for everyone. After

In 2015 it was estimated 
that nearly 21 million 
Americans dealt with 
substance abuse problems 
(Lifescience.com). It can 
only be inferred that 
the number has grown 
since then. There is a 
question surrounding 
addiction that many face. 
Is addiction a choice, or is 
it a disease? 

Substances like alcohol 
and drugs can affect the 
chemistry of the brain like 
a disease can. According 
to Adrian Blotner, a doctor 
certified in psychiatry 
and pain medicine, 



“Brain research shows 
that there are biological 
differences in the brains 
of people who become 
addicted compared to 
people that don’t become 
addicted.” These people 
with addictions are 
biologically predisposed 
to become addicted once 
they try these substances. 
Therefore, families with 
a history of addiction 
problems still deal with 
substance abuse issues 
over multiple generations. 

The definition of 
disease according to 
Oxford Dictionaries is, 
“a disorder of structure 
or function in a human, 
animal or plant, especially 
one that produces specific

“Many activities that are 
not themselves diseases 
can cause diseases. And 
a foolish, self-destructive 
activity is not necessarily 
a disease,” said Jeffrey 
Schaler, PhD in an 
article featured on www. 
PsychiatricTimes.com. 

Addiction is undoubtedly 
a problem for those 
that are affected by 
it both primarily and 
secondarily. Whether or 
not people are afflicted with 
the addiction themselves 
or know someone with a 
strong addiction, it is still a 
prominent issue. However, 



the idea that addiction is 
either a disease that addicts 
suffer from or a damaging 
choice of behavior is a 
controversial debate. 

Schaler stated, 

“Scientifically, the 

contention that addiction 
is a disease is empirically 
unsupported. Addiction is 
a behavior and thus clearly 
intended by the individual.” 

Undeniably, abusers 
often choose to indulge in 
an addictive and unhealthy 
activity. 

Of course, what happens 
afterwards may be nearly 
impossible to combat 
without professional and 
thorough help. If one is 
plagued with dependency 
on a substance, activity or

out help. 

Foundations Recovery 
Network stated, “The 
National Institute on 
Drug Abuse explains that 
while the initial decision 


to abuse a substance 
is voluntary for many 
people, the ways that 
the substance changes 
the person’s brain make 
it extremely difficult to 
stop using the substance 
without help.’” 

The burden and pain 
that come with addiction 
can be prevented by the 
decision not to indulge 


in substance abuse, yet 
many people decide to do 
so anyway. 

The unfortunate truth 
is that addiction affects 
more than just a person’s 
brain and health. Life, 
family, friends, careers 
and even finances are 
affected by the choices 
that have been made 
by those with harmful 


dependencies. While it 
is extremely unfortunate 
and heartbreaking to 
witness accounts of 
addiction, the idea that 
a person cannot change 
their path and seek out 
help can only be reserved 
for cases in which the 
brain has been damaged 
beyond the point of 
decision-making.

symptoms or that affects 
a specific location and 
is not simply a direct 
result of physical injury.” 
Many substance abuse 
addictions fall under 
that definition. These 
addictions produce 
specific symptoms that 
affect specific locations. 

Viewing addiction as 
a disease is also not a 
modern idea. This view 
started as far back as 
the 18th century. Dr. 


Benjamin Rush wrote 
that, “habitual use of 
ardent spirits was an 
odious disease,” in his 
treatise, “The Inquiry 
into the Effects of Ardent 
Spirits.” Despite the lack 
of knowledge around 
things like alcohol and 
opiates at the time, 
doctors could see that 
there were real issues 
with these substances. 

There are even similar 
patterns of remissions 
and cures with other 
diseases like malaria and 
measles. According to 


The Recovery Village, 
“The patient will go 
into remission, but may 
have several relapses 
before beating the 
disease entirely.” Like 
any disease, addiction 
patients go to doctors 
and specialists for help. 
Blotner said, “the patient 
has an obligation to seek 
treatment and get better.” 
Personal responsibility is 
a factor no matter the 
disease. 

Addiction is a disease 
that many deal with. It 
can affect anyone from 


teens, college students, 
adults and the elderly. 
It is a harsh grueling 
nightmare that many face 
without an end in sight. 
However, there is help. 
Like many diseases, there 
is a cure for substance 
abuse addiction. 

There are treatment 
facilities, support 

groups, community 
organizations and 

other options for those 
struggling. Addiction is a 
disease, but it is a disease 
that no one has to face 
alone.

Studios. The game 
will require an online 
connection, putting 
players on servers with 
other players, though 
there still remains the 
choice to explore the 
wasteland alone or with 
up to three other players. 

The game also differs 
radically from previous 
entries in the series due 


to other mechanical 
choices in the game. For 
one, there are no human 
NPCs in the game. There 
will be no characters 
to talk to, get missions 
from, or recruit to the 
player’ side. Instead, the 
story will be told through 
robots, collectibles, and 
the storytelling that can 
be found simply through 
the arrangement of items 
in an area. This allows 
players to still gain an 


idea of the story while 
also allowing them to 
forge their own narrative. 
Additional changes entail 
the V.A.T.S. system, which 
originally allowed players 
to freeze in-game time 
and target an enemy’s 
specific body part, now 
working in real-time, as 
well as the SPECIAL and 
perk system. 

In previous games, 
perks, bonuses that the 
player could receive 


through either reaching 
a new level in game or 
completing a specific task 
or challenge in-game are 
now more closely tied to 
the player’s SPECIAL stats 
than ever before. Instead 
of a permanent addition 
to the character’s stats, 
perks now function as 
trading cards that can 
be swapped in and out at 
the player’s choosing. The 
number of cards that the 
player can have equipped 


is reliant upon the value 
placed on the card, which 
will be higher if the card 
gives a larger benefit to 
the player, as well as the 
value of a certain stat. For 
example, a player would 
have more flexibility 
card-wise if a stat was 
at 15, the new maximum 
score, versus if that stat 
was at ten or lower. The 
cards can rather easily be 
swapped out for another, 
meaning that there are no 


“permanent” upgrades in 
this system. 

There are several 
changes made in “Fallout 
76” from the earlier entries 
in the series, too many to 
go over here. For those 
that wish to traverse a 
wasteland again, this 
time with the backing of 
other players, ready your 
PIP-Boys and gather your 
legendary equipment. This 
West Virginia wasteland 
won’t explore itself.

The Fauren Rogers 
Museum of Art has 
recently opened a new 
exhibit showing the 
paintings and inventions 
of Feonardo da Vinci. The 
exhibit, titled “Da Vinci’s 
Machines,” showcases the 
artist’s paintings including 
replicas of “Mona Fisa” 
and “The Fast Supper.” 
The largest elements are 
the machine replicas on 
display throughout the 
museum. 

According to the 
FRMA website, there are 
five interactive areas 
presented on display, 
titled “Flying Machines, 
War Machines, Nautical & 


Hydraulic Machines, Civil 
Engineering Solutions and 
Robotics.” Also featured 
are copies of the rare 
Codices, Codex Atlanticus 
(1478-1519) and Codex on 
Anatomy (1502-1513), 15 

high quality reproductions 
of da Vinci’s artwork, 
computer animations and 
film clips. 

Jones art instructor 
Melanie Eubanks took 
her exhibition class to the 
museum to see the display. 

“The show is unique in 
that it demonstrates to 
our art students just how 
broad Da Vinci’s talents 
and abilities were,” Eubanks 
said. “He wasn’t just a 
painter. These working 
models based on Da Vinci’s 
illustrations and writings 


bring the mind of Da Vinci 
to life.” 

The exhibit is open 
until Nov. 11, and while 
celebrating the display, 
viewers can interact in a 
hands-on experience at 
the Heritage Arts Festival 
on Oct. 6. Along with 
the exhibit, there are 
permanent selections in 
the museum for observers 
to enjoy. The FRMA 
shows works such as 
American Art, European 
Art, Native American Art, 
and includes collections 
of British Georgian Silver 
and Japanese Woodblock 
Prints. 

The museum is open six 
days a week and has no 
admission fee, but accepts 
donations.

work and school. The 
pressure gives students 
the idea that all of the 
accomplishments of 
life have to be reached 
a certain way and by a 
certain time. 

Online searching 

keywords like “marriage,” 
“millennials” and 

“pressure” together pull up 
interesting results. Many 
blogs and articles state 
that millennials do not 
have any particular desire 
to get married, but feel 
as though it is something 
being forced upon them by 
society. According to the 
“Singles in America” survey 
conducted by Match.com, 
millennials are 177% more 
likely to feel pressured into 
getting married than any 
previous generation. 

A sample of 150 Jones 
students were surveyed 
in English classes and, 
despite national statistics, 
our local students 


diverge from the trend 
on marriage expectations 
with 80% stating they do 
not feel pressured to get 
married. However, 65% 
did say they feel pressured 
to finish school within 
a certain time, 47% feel 
that they are being rushed 
through life and 53% feel 
like they do not even have 
time to participate in 
campus activities. 

Furthermore, JCJC 
sophomore Bianca Taylor 
stated that schools and 
academics are incredibly 
competitive, and that 
competition paired 

with the pressure of 
disappointing loved ones 
is a heavy load to carry. 

Pressuring oneself to be 
the pinnacle of perfection 
only invokes the infamous 
anxiety that harms most 
college students. Many 
students feel afflicted to a 
certain degree and there 
is no easy way to solve the 
issue. Anxiety caused by 
rushing through life and 
school is a prominent issue 
among college students.
